All that is said of Morrison R. Waite, the 
President's third nomination for Chief-Justice, 
is 80 far to his credit.

Can the railroads 
still further reduce their freights? Upon the 
completion of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad to 
Chicago, that city will be about 800 miles distant 
from here. This road will probably be able to 
fake grain from Chicago to Baltimore at @8 per 
ton, which is about the same as the average of 
the past seven years from Chicago to New York 
by lake, Erie Canal, and Hudson River, and in- 
cluding the New York harbor extortiong. If it 
can do this at this time, is it possible tür that or 
any other railroad to further reduce its rages to 
compete with the &t. .

The trouble in 
New York has been that the State, some years 
ago, under the lead of a number of local dema- 
gogues, constructed some dozen or more lateral 
canals, and made the cost of their construction 
alien on the revenues of the Erie & Oswego 
Canal. The surplus earvings of the Erie Canal 
now amount to over $40,000,000 ; that is, the State 
has received that much more revenue from that 
canal than it has expended on it. Since 
the construction of these lateral carzials, 
all ite surplus revenues have been con- 
sumed in making good the deficiencies in 
their receipts, and the mongy that would have 
sufficed to haye doubled the capacity of the Erie 
Canal has been used by the State for other pur- 
poses. During 1873, the Btate expended on ail 
the canals, except the Erie, for repairs and 
manegement, $1,169,474 more than was received 
from them. The receipts from the Erie Canal 
over the outlay, was $993,449, or nearly a million 
of dollars, which sum was wholly absorbed in 

the deficiencies in the receipts of the 
other cauals. Even then the State lost 
$176,024. 

At last the authorities af New York seem to 
have awakened to the danger which threatens 
the trade of the West through that State. The 
accumulated products of the West have sought 
other outlets, and Montreal, Philadelphia, Port- 
land, and Baltimore have each built up a trade 
at the expense of New York.

Mr. Cook, of Georgia, hes introduced into the 
House of Representatives a bill for further de- 
pleting the Treasury, under the pretense of 
refunding the tax collected from 1863 to 1868 
on exported cotton.

Au important insurance case was recently de- 
cided in Baltimore in thé United States Court, 
affecting the rights of marsied Women.
